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1 . The preliminary amendment filed Feb. 19, 2003 has been entered. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the bag of claim 8 and gas analyzer of 
claim 1 2 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

3. Applicant is required to submit a proposed drawing correction in reply to this Office 
action. However, formal correction of the noted defect may be deferred until after the examiner 
has considered the proposed drawing correction. Failure to timely submit the proposed drawing 
correction will result in the abandonment of the application. 

4. The specification must be amended to describe any proposed drawing correction. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

It is unclear what is meant by "industry-standard sample probe". 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-4 and 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Brown US 3,449,563 in view of Goitein US 3,358,683. 

Brown discloses especially in its drawing and abstract a gas sampler with an integral 
cooler. It does not disclose the use of a nonelectrically operated cooler but such would have been 
an obvious expedient to allow for greater portability or to ease safety if working in an explosive 
environment in view of the teaching of the use of a non electrically operated cooler as an option in 
a gas analyzer by Goitein in col. 6, lines 69-75. Incorporation of a portable analyzer would 
obviously increase utility in such systems. 
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9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The references show gas sample handling. 

10. Claims 5-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including ail of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
